Claims 1-17 are pending in this application. 



Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Group IV, claim(s) 11-13, drawn to a method for inducing atopic dermatitis-like symptom 
in a model organism by applying an irritant compound. 

Group V, claim(s) 14 and 15, drawn to a model organism capable of developing an 
inflammatory skin lesion. 

Group VI, claim(s) 16, drawn to a screening kit. 

Group VII, claim(s) 17, drawn to a kit for inducing atopic dermatitis-like symptoms. 
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The inventions listed as Groups l-VII do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The special technical 
feature of the invention is the method of screening for an inhibitor of the induction of the 
production of IL-18 in a living organism having an inflammatory skin lesion comprising 
the steps of inducing the production of 11-18 from a keratinocyte by administration of a 
stimulator and administering a candidate substance.
